hh. On 26 August 1950, twelve 37-nm AA _ uns were emplaced on a 500-meter stretch, 
600 meters northeast of the Grenzlandbauce (borcer cuard house) near Johanncgeorren= 
stadt. All AA cun emplecements consisted of earth mounds not reinforced by con= 
crete. “*he crews were billeted in the area of the omplacenemts which were surrounded 
by barbed-wire fences, Detailed information on the AA sun emplacements on Glees- 
berg ane near the Aue hospital could not be obtained. + 


5. A small, two-story barracks building with a capacity of about 200 troops, located 
on the Rittersgruen-Raschau road about 300 meters from the junction to Annaberg, 
had been constructed prior to 27 Aucust 1950. Ten kennels adjoined the building. 
A lor-house to quarter officers was in the rear of the barracl:s building. It was 
occupied by a guard detail with red—bordered black epaulets. Similar, but unoccue 
pied buildings, were seen on the jrla=-Antonsthal road, the road through the woods 
from Antonsthal to Ritterscruen, md the Johannceorrenstadt-Oberjucgel road. All of 
these buildings had been constructed within about five weeks, xi 


6. The construction of a new barracks building about 300 meters cast of the Dreiten= 
brunn railroad station was completed by 27 August 1950. Althouch adequate for one 
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battalion the building was occupied by only a guard company with red-bordered 
black epaulets. An MVD company was billeted in the Zum Adler inn in the tom 
center, Ht 


7. On 27 August 1950, the former factory building of the Kutscher Firm, about 
100 meters south of the Schwarzenberg railroad station, was occupied by 
about 300 IVD troops. They received a daily supply of 100 loaves of bread. 4# 


8. On 27 August 1950 about 300 troops who wore red~-bordered black epaulets were 
quartered in the building of the former Gebrueder Freitag Enameling Factory 
at Raschan. According to local residents they belonged to an AAA unit.
